Just Plain Foolishness 


Undoubtedly there are many people in the United States 
who do not know the position in which their country stands 
in relation to the rest of the world. Perhaps many of those 
who do know do not appreciate the fact. The following sta- 
tistics and comments thereon are taken from the London Sphere 
and indicate that peoples of other countries do appreciate the 
enviable position of this country: 

‘“‘The United States contains 6 per cent of the world’s 
area and 7 per cent of its population. It normally con- 
sumes 48 per cent of the world’s coffee, 53 per cent of its 
tin, 56 per cent of its rubber, 21 per cent of its sugar, 72 
its pig iron, 47 per cent of its copper, and 69 per cent of 
per cent of its silk, 36 per cent of its coal, 42 per cent of 
its crude petroleum. 

“The United States operates 60 per cent of the world’s 
telephone and telegraph facilities, owns 80 per cent of the 
motor cars in use, operates 33 per cent of the railroads. 
It produces 70 per cent of the oil, 60 per cent of the wheat 
and cotton, 50 per cent of the copper and pig iron, and 40 
per cent of the lead and coal output of the globe. 

“The United States possesses almost $11,000,000,000 in 
gold, or nearly half of the world’s monetary metal. It has 
two-thirds of civilization’s banking resources. The pur- 
chasing power of the population is greater than that of 
the 500,000,000 people in Europe and much larger than 
that of the more than a billion Asiaties. 

‘‘Responsible leadership which*cannot translate such a 
bulging economy into assured prosperity is destitute of 
capacity. But pompous statesmen, looking over the estate, 
solemnly declare that the methods by which it-was created 
are all wrong, ought to be abandoned, must be discarded, 
that the time has come to substitute political management 
for individual initiative and supervision. 

“There is only one way to characterize that proposal— 
it is just damn foolishness.’’ 

The ‘‘pompouus statesmen’’ referred to are no doubt Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his associates in the national administra- 
tion. However, of late there seem to be indications that the 
President is beginning to see the light in the proper way and 
is about to turn ‘‘about face.’’ Ever since he has been in the 
White House he has insisted on being a one-man government. 
With practically every act a slap at business and those who 
know how to run business, he has gotten the country into its 
present business slump—after his lavish spending piled up 
against the nation the most colossal debt of its history. He 
has continually harped on the ‘‘economic royalists’’—but since 
the special session of Congress has been in progress he has call- 
ed these same ‘‘economic royalists’’ te the White House and 
given out the assurance that business is now free to take hold 
of the situation. As we understand it, there is to be no more 
dictation from the White House—and the government is to 
keep its nose out of things, as John Steven McGroarty, demo- 
eratic congressman, expresses it in one of his syndicated. ar- 
ticles. It is said the government is now ready to lend a help- 
ing hand. ‘‘This done,’’ McGroarty continues, ‘‘something like 
a white flag was hoisted- over the wreck of the New Deal— 
and the President put out to sea on a two weeks fishing trip 
off the coast of Florida.’’ 

Thus the President is now talking something like a good 
Republican and if he makes good his word the nation can ex- 
pect to see better economic conditions prevail within a short 
time and continue to improve as time goes by.
